Phe intemperate use of spiriious Hiquérsis eeneraly admitted 
robe A auateful & dewuralizing practice. alt indirectly furthes 
the Peaitentiary with the greater:part of. its’ degradéd ten- 
ants, & the Poor House with its helpless inhabitants. When 
a riot or 2 qurrel occurs we may almost always trace “it to 
ebricty, & if we see a family more. than cemmonly wretch- 
edave may be sure this js the cause.. In addition to these 
evils if occasions a ‘vast destruction.of human life,* for ex- 
perienced Physicians testify that it produces.or very much 
aggravates a large portion ofthe diseases to which man is 
liahle : } 
ifsuch are the evils entailed uponsociety by the impro- 
ner use Of strong drink, may we not.conclude that all who 
have reflected upoa the subject, and have hearts capable of 
reeling the sufferings of others, are united in desiring that 
the consumption of this pervicicus article may be lessened. 
It is hoped therefore that the following suggestions may re-* 
ceive an attentive examination, and if they should appear. 
calculated to produce beneficial results if carried into. ef- 
ect, that the general and state gavernments may _ be induc- 
ed to adopt them or some equivalent regulations. 
* Note—In the bills of mortality published in Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, and Baltimore in the years 1818

surcly none can be more. enlightened than theee, as by ep, 
hancing the price they will diminish the censumption and 
be a blessing instead of a burthen to the community, fop 
the extreme cheapness of such liquors at the present time 
enables almost any one to precure a sufficiency te destroy 
his morals and his health.

quantity than a barrel atone time without special license 
so to do, and thatthe fees for such | cense should be great. 
er than is now required for Taverns. 

This would make the sale ef such liquors less cammon ig 
stores, and might even lead to the more general establish. 
ment of houses of entertainment unprovided with them. 

Such a result. would doubtless be beneficial, fur now, 
whether a man goes toa store for necessaries orto a house 
of entertainment for needful accommedation, the enticing 
beverage is generally presented to his view, and by. such 
reiterated temptation, the fatal propensity of the drunkard 
is kept alive, and many a promising youth allured iato the 
vertex of dissipation. 

3.!—That ail debts contracted for spiritons liquors when 
sold by less quantity than a barrel at one time should be 
rendered irrecoverable by law. 

Such a measure would have some teadency to prevent 
habitual druakards from involving their estates to the inju- 
ry of their families, and weuld discountenance a pra tice 
which for tlie honor of haman nature we could wish did 
not exist, we mean the encouragement which is sometimes 
given to the fatal propensity of a drunkard, for the purpose 
of obtaiwing a lien upon his estate. 

Ner could this with propriety be esteemed a hardship 
or injustice, for he who deliberately furnishes a fellow mor- 
fal with an article which he is aware will be used by him 
-to the injury of his morals, health aud happiness, and pet- 
haps be the means of depriving his wife and children of 
the necessaries of life, is gnilty of a gross offence against 
the peace and order of society and in the eye of impartial 
Justice stained with no incorsiderable crime. Ifa man 8 
feloniously or frandalently deprived ef his property, he 
may be still left in possession of every thing on which his 
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happiness essentially depends. If his character be agsail- 
ed by the grossest calumnies, the light of truth will cene- 
rally dissipate the cloud that is cast over it, and if not, con- 
scious innecence Will be a never failing solace. But be 
whose moral principles are undermind, whose conscience 
is depraved, and whose appetites bave got the mastery of 
his judgment is deprived of every chance of epjoying hap- 
piness here, and may we wot add hereafter? Hence it is, 
that to take advantage of another’s weakness. and allure 
him irto vicious habits is a crime of the deepest dye, and it 
were much to be wished that some means could be devised 
noi lizble to abuse that would make the offender amena- 
ble to law. If however this should be found impraeticable 
let us forbear as much as possible to give him any encou- 
ragement. 

In concluding this address we can assure our fellew ci- 
lizens that we have been influenced by no other motive 
than a desire to promote the public good, and we earnestly 
request that such as are In favor cf alloreither of the mea- 
sures above suggested, may endeavor to spread such senti- 
ments in the circle of their acquaintance, for no material 
change should ever be made in the internal regulations of 
the state, unless approved by a majority ofthe people.

diminished, from the death of contributors and other caus- 
es, We feel desirous that the friends of our schools, would 
be willing to offer themselves in tho places of these whese 
subscriptions have been discontinued, in order that eur 
hieans to carry on the operations of the institation may 
cunfinue to be adequate to the ebject. 

Whe duties of the teachers have been carefully aud jstue 
diously _performed—the advancement and ceed order of 
the pupils manifesting the effects of the judicious discipline 
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that has been maintained. For the promotion of a proper 
gpirit ef emulation, premiums, consisting principally of 
well selected books, have been distributed to those pupils 
who by diligence and attention have proved themselves 
worthy ef ctl reward.—And the plan established for re- 
gular distributions, has been found beneilcial in exciting 
industry in the pupils inthe pursuit of their studies. 

Besides a constant attention te their advancement in 
school learning, endeavors have not been wanting care- 
fully to instil teto the minds of those intrusted to our care, 
the great principles of piety and virtue, a due observance 
of religions and moral restraint, and attention to their or- 
dinary deportment. A continued guardianship in these 
respects, kas heen exercised by both teachers : aud though 
Kew tatiens from cerrect and sober conduct may have been 
remarked in some ofthe puotly, it is believed the care 
tht has been extended towards them, has been  praduc- 
tive ef good effects, and that it will have a permanent in- 
fluence on more advanced life. 

Whilst we believe the efforts that have been made to 
promote the advancement of this oppressed people in mo- 
rality aad literature, have set been ineffectual, much more 
remains to he done, to be achieved enly by a persevering 
and well regulated zeal, commensurate with their unparal- 
leled wrongs 3 and though under more favorable auspices 
much might be expected as the result.ofthe labor that has 
already beev bestowed, let us not forget the continual spi- 
rit of hostility that prevails to the prejudice of the descend- 
ants of Africa, and commiserating. let us also alleviate, 
their wretched and hapless condition.

cicates the want of attention and fidelity on the part of the 
keeper. he committee find on examination of the keep- 
er’s reports and books, some charges which have been al- 
lowed by the inspectors, which they think avreasonable and 
Which sughtto have been reduced, particularly a charge of 
six hua ired and sixty six deilars for medical attendance 
on tae prisoners the last year. It is their epinion the ne- 
cessary medical aid might have been had for a much less 
gm, andthey believe a considerable saving may be made 
iu futuce in this particular item of expenses, The commit- 
tee tind en examination, that the principal mechanical 
brasches now carried on in their lostitution, are vlacksmith- 
ing, shoemaking, and cooperiug; the two first of which, in 
tie opinion of the committee ouzht rather to be decreased 
than tacreased, as to the number of hands employed their- 
in—om account of the great cost of the raw materials pe- 
cessary thereto, as well as a want of aready market for the 
manufactured articics. ‘fhe committee are also of an opl- 
nian, the manufactured articles now on hand are priced two 
bigh, and that the present price ought to be reduced, s0 as 
to create an inducement to purchasers te resert to that mr 
stitution;as would be the ase in the opinion of the committee, 
were a general deduction made in the prices of manufac- 
tured articles. Tbe quality and Workmanship of the 
manufactured articles now on hand, are ia the opinion of 
the cumanittee, as good as could be expected frem the na- 
ture of the institution and the experience of the workmen 
cimplayed, and the committee were pleased to see a pro- 
gressive tinprovement in the quality and worxmanship of 
the mauufactures of tbis institution. The leading causes 0 
the usprofitableness of this institution are ia the opinion 
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ofthis committee, its location, the short term of commitment 
of most cf the sonvicts and the consequent expenee, lors of 
time and raw materials, arising from the cost of tra ne porta- 
tion & the experience of so great a proportion ef the cen- 
yiets, during the greater portion ef their sbort term of 
service— as also a want of suitable and profitable employ- 
ments for,so great a namber. The istof these causes cannot 
be removed —the others may in the opinion of this cemmit- 
tee. be in a great measure obviated, by requiring net leas 
than three years as the shortest term of commitment, and, 
as the principal branches ef manufactures now carried on, 
cannot be extended for wantof a more extensive and rea- 
dy market for their prodacis, by establishing ether branch- 
es, the product of which will meet a, rcalier sale, and the 
raw materials of which will be less expensive; your com- 
mittee are further ef opinion that it would conduce te the 
interests ef the state to abolish the hoard of inspectors, and 
vestthe powers which they possess in a general agent er 
director, on Whom the whole respensibility will resi, and 
who shall be removed'at the discretion of the Governor. 
To effect these objects with some others the committee have 
prepared a billto regulate the penitentiary which they ask 
leave herewith to report.

Humboldt. in the 4th vol. of his Travels gives an acconnt 
of aa Karthqaake vt Caraccas on tle 26th of March 18132. 
lhe first shock was felt seven minutes after 4, P.M. It 
Caused the bells of charckes to toll & the earth to heave up 
like a boiling liquid—it lasted 50r6 seconds. When the 
danmer was thought tobe passed, a tremendous subterra- 
neous noise was heard—am audultary motion of the earth 
followed, and the town of Caraccas was entirely. over- 
trowa, Between nine and ten thousand of the inhabitants

were buried under the ruins of the houses and churches, 
The Earthquake happened oa a Holy Vhursday when the 
churches were filed. Between 3 and 5009 hurrying oat 
were killed by ihe fallof the reefs. A regiment of troops 
with the exception of a few men were buried under the ry. 
ins of a large building occupied by a barracks. None tenths 
of the town of Caraccas was desiroyd, The night succeed. 
ing. the Earthquake, was perfectly calm and = serene, and 
the aspect of the sky formed a perfect contrast. to that of 
the earth, covered with the dead and heaped with ruin, 


BMothers were seen bearing in their arms their children, 
whom they heped to recal to life. Desolate families wan. 
dered through the city, seeking a brother, a husband, 4 
friend, of whose fate they were ignorant, and whom they 
believed to be lost in thecroud. The pe:ple pressed a. 
long the sireets,'which could no more be recsgoized but 
by lone lines of ruins. 

fle Harthquake extended to the previnces of Vene. 
cela, Werinns and Visracaybo, along the coast, aad still 
more to the inland mountains. Many places were entire. 
ly destroyed. The number of dead exceeded + or 5000 
at La Gaayra, and at San Felipe. Lt was felt {SO leagues 
from Caracas. 15 o0r 1S hours after the great catastro- 
phe, the ground remained tranquil. After the S7th, there 
were 13 asciilations of the earth in one day. 

On the Sth ef April there was almost as violent an 
earthausake, as that which overthrew the capital. During 
several hours the greund was ina state of perpe ual ipon- 
dation. Large massez of earth fell in the mountains; and 
enurmous rocks were dashed from the Silla ef Caraccas.
